Mrs. Jane Quinn, survivor of three hus- 
bands, two of whom died from gunshot 
wounds mysteriously inflicted, sat stoically 
through yesterday's investigation of the ocir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of her 
last life partner, John M. Quinn.

John Quinn was shot and killed in bed 
early on the morning of Nov. 2 at his resi- 
dence, 11050 Michigan avenue. Mrs. Quinn 
said a burglar shot him and escaped. Pend- 
ing the inquiry of the coroner she has been 
under surveillance.

What caused the delay in the ar 
rest of Dr. H. E. Webster, now under

Capt. Baer took issue with the attorney 
with regard to the latter's statements con- 
cerning conditions in many instances and in- 
sisted if there were such conditions it was 
through no fault of himself or his men, but 
a state of affairs beyond the correctional 
hand of the police. He gave himself full 
credit for his own efforts at cleaning up a 
district which he described as not so bad 
by declaring:

WATER SUPPLY INSUFFICIENT. 


Oi] Explosion in Elevator Starts Flames 
—Falling Walls Menace Firemen— 
Loss Placed at $500,000. 


Fire of myaterious origin early last evening 


‘destroyed the plant of the Chicago Flaur 


Mills company, 4633 Grand avenue. The 
property loss was estimated at $850,000. The 
plant consisted of a flour mill, two brick 
buildings filled with four and a four story 
frame. graln elevator filled with wheat. 

The fire etarted in a storage room on the 
first floor of the elevator, an old structure, 
where twénty-five gallons of kerosene were 
stored to be uged for lighting purposes. The 
oil Is delle ved to have either exploded or was 
ignited by an incendiary. 

The blaze was discovered by a watchman. 
It gained rapid headway and before the fire- 
men reached the scene the flames in the ele- 
vator were beyond control. 

Poor condition ot the streets and the lack 
of water plugs from which to draw sufficient 
water were factors which contributed to 
the firemen’s failure to check the rapid spread 


ot the fire to the adjoining buildings. 


Captain Boyd of engine company No. 68. 
on arriving turned in an alorm which called 


| a score of engines. Chief Seyferlich hurried 


to the fire in his automobile and took com- 
mand. He sent in two calls for more appara- 
tus and soon fire engines were strung out 
along Grand avenue for a mile. By this 


ume the fire had spread from the elevator to 


the three other buildings to the north. 

An explosion in the elevator, supposedly 
of grain duet, followed shortly after the 
arrival of the first engine company, and 
the men were ordered back to fight the flames 
from a safe distance. 

Half an hour after the fire had been discov- 
ered the south wall of the elevator burned 
away and tons of grain fell out. Within an 
hour the elevator was burned to the ground 
and the walls of the brick structures had

FINDS CHILDREN’S TEETH 
MENACE STUDY IN SCHOOLS. 


Dr. Young Tells Board of Education Only 


Three Out of One Hundred Pupils 


Show Proper Care. 


Only three out of every 100 Chicago school 
children examined by the health department 
have their teeth properly cared for. Of the 
rest, half are found to have cavities in their 
first permanent molars, and a fourth of these 
are beyond saving. 

The discoveries are the result of an investé- 
gation made by the health department, co- 
operating with the school autherities. The 
figures were made public yesterday by Dr. 
Young, the city’s health commissioner, in a 
letter to the superintendent of schools. The 

robable result of the discoveries made by 


Dr. Frederick Molt, supéetviting ‘dentist of: 


the health department, and his assistants 
will be the prompt inauguration of regular 


éental service in many additional schools of 


the city. 
"It ig a vital point, said Commissioner 


Young, “ for the condition of the teeth has a 
decided effect on the health of the pupil, and

Im CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
BERLIN, Nov. 9.—This was a bad day for 
the chancellor and his policy regarding Mo- 
Tocco, Von Bethmann-Hollweg during a 
speech of an hour anda half, which fell flat, 
was frequently interrupted. by derisive 
laughter. There was no applause at the con- 
clusion of the speech. 


' After his speech speakers of the four lead- 


ing parties—Conservativee, Clericals, Lib- 
erals, and Soctalists—succeesively attacked 
his arguments and vied with each other in 
criticising the agreement. 

The defection of the Conservatives and 
Clericals from the government's bodyguard 
Was an especially severe blow. Every 
Speaker defended Dr. von Lindequist, who 
recently resigned * secretary of state for 


} the colonies. 


Says Reichstag Must Have Voice. 

Under demonstrations of approval from the 
whole house, the s ers all disagreed with 
the chancellor’s tion that the treaties 
termina.ed French hostility to Germany, and 
insisted that the reichstag must have a voice 
in deciding the fate of the treaties. Baron 
von Hertling, Clerical, said the treaties will 
require the assent of both the reichstag and 
bundesrath. © 

But the crowning feature of the premier’s 
discomfiture was the part played by Crown 
Prince Friedrich Wilhelm, who openly man- 
ifested his disapproval of the chancellor's 
course. 

During the speech of Deputy Heydebrand, 
following the chancellor, it was remarked 
that the crown prince, who had come from 
Dantzig expressly to be present during ‘the 
debate, eagerly nodded and nudged his 
brother, Prince August Wilhelm, at various 
allusions to England. 

Referring to Chancellor Lloyd-George's 
weil remembered speech, Heydebrand whose 
epeech caused a commotion, said that Ger- 
Many now knows where to find the enemy. 

Germans, Heydebrand continued, are 
not accustomed to submit to such things. 
“The German people will give a German 


answer to this English question. The gov- 


ernment will know what answer to give 
when the hour comes. When it comes is for 
the government to say, but its duty ts to 
decide for the honor of the German nation. 
We Germans will be ready to make whatever 
sacrifices are necessary. 


Crown Prince Conspicuous,

LONDON, Nov. 9.—A new lord mayor of 
London, Sir Thomas Boor Crosby, M. D. 
was inducted into office today, and at the 
lord mayor's banquet tonight Premier A 
quith made his fourth successive speech in 
honor of such occasion. i 
The prime minister gave a clear exposition 
of Great Britain's foreign policy. The Mo- 
roccan agreement was the topic and it fur- 
nished a special opportunity, the premier’s 


remarks coming opportunely as a reply to 
the speech of the imperial German chan- 
cellor in the reichstag today. 

“ The settlement of the questions involved.” 
said the prime minister, “is a relief to Du- 
rope, for it removes perhaps the greatost 
obstacie. to the smooth working of Nuropean 
diplomacy. Our own gratification at the re- 
sults is none the less profound and sinesre 
because we have been suspected in irrespoa- 
sible quarters of looking coldly upon the 
negotiations, and even of a disposition to 
hamper their success. Nothing can be fur- 
ther from the truth. 


No Secret About British Aims. 

“There is no secret about either the aims 
or the methods of British policy. Where 
British interests are involved it is our busi- 
ness to'safeguard them. Where treaty’ obll- 
gations come in it is our duty to fulfill them. 
Where we have established friendships and 
understanding we seek to maintain them loy- 
ally and intact. 

But our friendships are neither exclusive 
nor jealous. We have no cause to quarrel 


with any nation. Nor, with such a history . 


and such an empire as our own, have we any 
pe etn to curtail or fetter the natural 
and legitimate aspiration. of others. 

Mr. Asquith, referring to China, said the 
British government had no desire and no 
disposition to interfere in the internal af- 
fairs of that country. The government wou:4d 
restrict its course to protect the lives and 
property of its subjects... 

He. emphasized Great Britain's neutrality 
in the Turco-Itallan war, adding that the 
government desired to cobperate with the 


other powers on the question of mediation, 


which was different from intervention, but 
it was useless to make proposais which were 
known to be 3 — to either belliger- 
ent power. 


Promises Naval Reductions. 

Winston Spencer Churchill in his first 
speech for the navy as first lord of the ad- 
miralty promised a reduction of the present 
abnormal expenditure without compromising | 
national security. It would be affectation, he 
said, to pretend that the sudden and rapid 
growth of the German navy was not the 
main factor in Great Britain's vast expend!- 
ture.

Empire Awakening Slowly 
from Tranquil Sleep of 
Centuries. 


TRADITIONS LONG LIVED. 


Cult of Ancestors and Modified 
Form of Animism Goy- 
ern Life. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL.D 

PEKING, Chihli Province, China, Sept. 16. 
—We have made a long journey through 
China. We have seen many Chinese under 
many circumstances. And evérywhere the 


same impression—marvelous industry. We 


‘have traveled by modern steam boat ofthe 
river and by modern railroad on land, we 
-have seen Chinese im fron foundries, tele- 


graph offices, steamship offices, banks, even 
rubbing elbows with the westerner in big 
hotels, in treaty ports, and riding in auto- 
mobiles on foreign made roads, but all this 
is not the real China, the true Chinese. 
Everywhere there are signs of.an awaken- 
ing, but China is a tremendous lump of 
dough, and though leaven has been sprinkled 
here and there across the emppirpe, and ris- 
ings and uprisings are becoming more fre- 
quent, yet the real China still works Gnd 
sweats with the ages old inventions, is con- 
tent with the products of their once splendid 
creative ability, issatisfied with an ingenuity, 
patience; and industry which have become 
immemorial. 
We have seen some of China's contribu- 
tions to human knowledge and progress. 
We have seen how the Chinese gtves expres- 


‘sion to his sense of beauty in iron and 


bronze, oh paper and silk, in wood and por- 
celain. 


Chinese Love Luxury. 

Nothing is too significantly utilitarign to 
serve at the same time to gratify an esthetic 
sense. We have seen how he clothes and 
feeds himself, and we know that he is not 
stingy. Nothing could be further from the 
truth than the belief that the Chinese is 
“tight” with money. He wants something 
for his money; he does not gain merit by 
ostentatious display or reckless throwing 
away of coin. But he loves luxuries, is even 
fond of wine, women, and song) and is will- 
ing to spend his money to get them. We 


have seen how he lives and had a point ot 


view regarding his architecture and art. 


In all this we see a wonderful man, quite, 


too content from our rapid paced point of 
view. Even a mollycoddle in a way, because 
he venerates the old, prefers a canary toa 
bull pup for a companion. We feel sorry for 
him because he hasn't rapid tiunsit or the 
latest method of economically killing pigs, 
and because he prefers iron in the mine to 
iron in. the soul, and because his one best 
seller ig Confucius. 

But after all, what does this Chinese think 
about? What kind of a mind has this 
heathen Chinese? It must be different from 
ours, or ours from his, else there couldn't be 
o much misunderstanding. He wouldn't 
look down on us as he does and we wouldn't 
look down on him as we do. The truth is 
our ideals are different. We have different 
conceptions of such a simple thing ap love, 
to gay nothing of good government and the 
proper way for an official to steal from the 


363 the nied ay the Chinese is 
the same as yours or mine. To put it an- 
other way, the laws which govern the de- 
velopment of his mind are those which. 
govern the development of the mind of man 
throughout the world, The difference is in 
the contents of the mind. The character of 
“the reaction from apy given phenomenon 
varies in accordance with that contents. 
Step on an American's toes, and he might 
strike you in the face; a Chinese might apolo- 


gize for having been in your way. Ages 


certain kinds of tradition, habits, and cus- 
toms have got into the mind of each indi- 
vidual Chinese. These traditions, habits, ond 
customs are not necessarily more less 
tional than ours, but they make him w ‘ 
he is—different. 

We have our traditions, customs, and man- 
ners. We venerate the Bible, study Greek 
and Latin, graduate, and forget it all, and 
go hustling on our way. The Chinese may 
hay hustled once. There is much evidence 
that they are being forced round to that 
po of view again. But meanwhile they 
live in accordance with a kind of philosophy 
which dedelares after the deed that it is 
fate, and accepts it without protest. 

The oriental mind does differ from the 
cccidental mind, but after all the difference 
is not 80 profound as we think. Between 

the two there u no unfathomable gulf. 

Whatever the difference, it is of degree and 
not of kind. Tach group of men has its 
own values for different things—God, wife, 
pleasure, children, meney, might, space, 
death, the soul. Each group of men has its 
own attitude toward life in general, and its 
own peculiar way of looking at every detail 
of life. 


Chinese Mind Not Slow. 


All these agencies furnish additional men- 
tal stimuli. Chinese are not slow; the reac- 
tion time of a coolie in matters in which he 
is interested will compare favorably with 
that of any people in the world. But in gen- 
eral he had no need to strive to approach an 
actual speed limit. He is not conscious of 
the passing of time as we are. He may be 
all the happier. and no doubt ln a way lives 
much longer, because his pleasures are not 
marred by an attempt to anticipate what 
will take place tomorrow or next year. 

Whether or not it is a good thing for the 
world that 400,000,000 Chinese are being root- 
ed out of the old life and ferced—for it is a 
forcing process—to copy the manners and 
methods, the tools and appliances of the bar- 
barians is a foolish and a vain question, be- 
cause it is going to happen. I can think of 
nothing which is likely to stop the change 
which has already setin. But it is certainly 
worth while to understand the mainsprings 
of the Chinese mind. It is worth our while 
to get his point of view, turning first to his 
religious conceptions. 

We may be certain that the Chinese idea 
ot the spirit world mirrors what he knows 
of this world. The picture will be supple- 
mented, of course, by his imagination and 
by dreams: But we can no more imagine 
or dream something from nothing than we 
can build. something from nothing. The 
Chinese spirit world may be shadowy, but 
its roots will have sprung from real and 
tangible lif. 

We may be certain, too, that the Chinese 
have made God in their own image, and have 
peopled the planets and the mountains, and 
the stars.

HOWARD PYLE DIES IN EUROPE; 
WON FAME AS AN ILLUSTRATOR. 


Artist, Author, and Teacher Succumbs 
to Heart Failure During European 
Trip—Was 58 Years Old. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—Howard Pyle, 
American artist, art teacher and author of 
children’s books, died in Florence, Italy, to- 
day. Heart failure caused his death. Mr. 
Pyle was 58 years old. 

Mr. Pyle was born at Wilmington, Del., in 
1853, and was educated at private schoois. 
Instead of going to college, as his parents 
wished, he studied at an art school at Phila- 
deiphia and later at the Art Students’ league 
in New York City. But, unlike many artists, 
he did not believe in years of study under 
foreign artists, and soon struck out boldly 
with an individua) style of his own. 

Early in his career as an artist Mr. Pyle 
achieved success as a magazine artist, and 


illustrators up to the time of his death. 
When he had reached middle life Mr. Pyle 

settled in Wilmington, and did his art work 

quietly, surrounded by his students. His

AMERICAN POLICY IN CHINA. 

If the news from Hankow is true, the 
„Strong hand” is being applied with bar- 
parle force. But it is a matter wholly of 
conjecture whether this policy is directed 
from Peking or merely oriental custom 
working out innocently throngh the general 
and army in the field. 

At the capital, we have been hearing, a 
panic weakness reigns and concession has 
followed concession. But if the massacre 
in Hankow were the test we should infer 
that ruthless tyranny stil] sits securely on 
the throne. 

If the Hankow situation is not merely 
the barbaric butchery of a Tartar military 
force it may be the result of a policy of 
provocation, an obvious device to precipi- 
tate anarchy and tempt an armed interven- 
tion, 

Would such Intervention, in the event 
that it were successful in restoring order, 
profit the dynasty? Such conclusion, the 
merest guess, it must be owned, must be 


based on the fact that the revolution is a 
nationalistic movement, essentially anti- 
foreign, and that foreign states seeking ter- 
ritory ‘and special advantages in China as- 
sume that more 1e to be gained by support- 
ing the Manchus tor a price than by assist- 
ing the Chinese reformers. 

The Italian seizure of Pripoli and the 
powers’ tacit approval is a strong hint of 
international morale. 

But the case of China is, or ought to be, 
different. It is to be hoped American state- 
craft will make the difference. It is to be 
hoped our policy in the far east will erys- 
tallize into something finer and farther 
sighted than a part in the selfish grabbing 
of advantage, and all we need is vigerously 
to follow out the lines already laid down by 
us in any crisis. 

The American republic, while preserving 
its ‘neutrality, should let it be known that 
it will not permit either the open or the 
covert and indirect dismemberment of Chi-_ 
na under pretense of restoring order; that 
its sympathies are with the principle of 
nationality and progress as heroically set 
up by the Ohinese leaders; and that it will 
net submit to any trading between the 
Manchu government, in extremis, and for- 
eign governments bent upon special priv- 
leges. 

The United States has a special footing 
now in the far east. Our position on the 
Pacific and our possession of the Philip- 
pines give us that footing. We should

Dust 
does harm in other ways than! by spreading bacterta 
and on top of the other things there ts the element 
of unnecessary ‘nolse. When people live crowded 
together they must take care of each other’ 8 com- 
fort and welfare along lines not thought of in the 
country. A way to avoid this nuisance hes deen 
found. Vacuum cleaning ts much more efficient 
than beating. Even the cheapest vacuum cleaners 
clean better and require lees manual labor than 
the porch beating method. There are vacuum 
cleaners which do not require electricity; a that 
the use of vacuum cleaning is not limited to houses 
where there is electricity. 

The chief drawback is the cost of the machine. 
There are two ways of remedying this. Machines 
can be rented. The principal suggestion that we 
have to offer is. that a vacuum cleaner should be ae 
part of the equipment of a flat building. Let the 
temante have their cleaner day,“ just ae the days 
are how apportioned for the property used tn com- 
mon, for example, laundry day. A few tile left 
out of the entry, a few nickel! furnishings left out of 
the bathroom, and the money put in a cleaner 
would mean more attractive flats and healthier, 
more contented tenants.

RINCESS IDA SULKOWSKI has mas- 
ifestly inherited the mental kinke of 

her father, Joseph, Prince Sulkowski, 
Austrian Duke of Bielitz, prince of the 

Holy Roman empire, and a serene high- 

ness to boot. After contracting a third mar- 
riage, with Count Bernard von Schmettow, 
a retired captain of Prussian lancers, di- 
vorced three years ago by Countess Thoma- 
gine Wachtmelster, the princess has deen 
judicially declared a lunatic by the courts of 
of her native Hungary, and has been made a 
ward, not of her eccentric father, nor yet of 
her circus riding mother, still less of her im- 
pecunious husband, but of lawyers especially 
appointed for the purpose by the tribunals, 

That she needed some such sort of proteo- 
thon ie manifest from her peculiar matri- 
monial experiences. Although she ig barely 
80 years of age, she has already been thrice 
married and twice divorced, her first hus- 
band baving been the physician intrusted 
with her care, and the second a penniless 
Austrian infantry officer of the most humble 
extraction, who, with his eye on the colossal 
fortune which she is destined to inberit, in- 
duced her to elope with him. This union 
was dissolved a year ago. 

With regard to Count von Schmettow, the 
character of the man is best shown by the 
fact that some months previous to his mar- 
riage with Princess Ida Sulkowski he pur- 
chased from a big Berlin jeweler a diamond 
necklace and several rings, announcing that 
they were for her, giving in payment promis- 
sory notes of his own, which he likewise 
indorsed in the name of the princess. as un- 
der her power of attorney, and then pawned 
the articles the next day through the notori- 
ous Countess von Treuberg. 

Inasmuch as the count did not possess any 
valid power of attorney from the princess 
and had pawned the jewels within twenty- 
four hours, proceedings were speedliy in- 
stituted against him by the jeweler. But the 
matter was fompromised and the proceedings 
against him arrested by the payment of the 
jeweler in full by the Sulkowsk! family law- 
vers. Naturally this matter was brought up 
in the Hungarian courts in order to show 
the judges how badly the princess was in 
need of judicial protection, even against her 
own husband.

Her father, the Duke of Bielitz, is a most 
eccentric creature, who cannot set foot in 
Austria or visit his vast estates there, owing 
to the fact that he is a fugitive from an Aus- 
trian lunatic asylum, to which he was com- 
mitted as insane at the instance of his second 
wife, and from which he escaped under the 
most dramatic circumstances. 

He has a quantity of property in Germany, 
and the German courts have pronounced him 
to be possesssed of his reason and perfectly

Considerable curiosity often bas been ex- 
pressed as to how it came about that the 
Sulkowakis, despite their great wealth and 
their high rank, should have consented to 
bury themselves for a number of yearsin the 
smell town of New Bremen, N. T. It ig 
difficult to write definitely about the matter, 
and I can only say that the departure of the 
late Prince Louls Sulkowski, father of the 
present Duke of Bilelitz, from Austria for the 
United States, where most of his children 
were born between the years 1850 and 1885. 
immediately followed a shocking tragedy, 
one of the @arkest that ever has sulMed the 
annals of an illustrious family. 

It was nothing more nor less tham the 
murder, under the most atrocious circum- 
stances, of the mother of Prince Louls. She 
was assassinated one March night at the 
Furstenhoff, now the leading hotel of the 
town of Mylowits, in northeastern Austrta, 
but formerly the ancestra) homie of the Bul- 
kowskis. While the actual deed was done 
by peasants who were able to effect their es- 
cape to America, all the evidence went te 
show in the most conclusive fashion that one 
of the unfortunate woman's younger sons. 
Prince Maximilian Sulkowski, was respon- 
sible for the crime and moraily guilty of mat- 
ricide. 

The horror caused by the murder was so 
intense that Prince Max disappeared, and 

is elder brother, Prince Louis, Mkewise 
found it well to leave Europe, settling in New 
Bremen. When he returned to Austria, near- 
ly eighteen years afterward, the crime had 
well nigh been forgotten. 

I may add that when Prince Louis emigrat- 
ed to America he left his wife, born Baroness 
Anna von Dietrich Within a month after 
receiving the news of her death he mar- 
ried a German-American woman of the name 
of Marie Gemperie of New Bremen. 

The eldest gon of this second union, Prince 
Alfred Sylkowski, born at New Bremen, and 
who consequently has like most of his broth- 
ers and sisters a right to citizenship of the 
United States, on the death of his half 
brother wil succeed to the dukedom of Bie- 
itz and to the entailed estates. These in- 
clude the entire town of Blelltz, an Important 
trading center in eastern Austria, with a 
population of about 50.000 inhabitanta

MONG the many aspirants to honors in 


recitals into the opening weeks of the 
season, René 8. Lund; a youthful bari- 
tone who offered a tastefully selected 
program of song last night in Music hall, will 
be remembered for the exceptional quality of 
musicianship that distinguished his perform- 
ance, ; 
His. delivery of the first phrase of the rarely 
heard “Creation’s Hymn” by Beethoven revealed 
a quality rarely found among singers and 
players of stringed instruments. The sustained 
tone has its unquestioned advantages, but these 
not infrequently are abused. In the pure sen- 
suous pleasure of producing a tone, singers, 
violinists, and cellists frequently forget that 
dynamic differentiation is essential to the in 
telligent presentation of a connected phrase, 
which must have always its moment of greatest 
stress and its moment of relaxation. Only thus 
can its symmetry be set forth and its emo- 
tional symbolism revealed. Mr. Lund is the 
happy exception to this unfortunate rule. He 


appreciates the value of a soft conclusion of a 


lyric phrase and has learned to control an ex- 
quisitely proportioned diminuendo. 


> 
At the same time he understands the im- 
portance of diction and makes a consistent if 
not always successful effort toward that variety 
of tone color that seeks to ect the emotional 
significance of the text. His control of pure 
tone production is not yet so far advanced. 
The voice is of good natural quality and power, 
but there were frequent evidences of a tend- 
ency to force the tone, due possibly to nerv- 
ousness.

Assails Metropolitan Opera Co. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 9.—I[Speclal.I— Regi- 
nald De Koven, composer, at the trial of 
Charles Henry Meltzer, the New York musical 
critic, today took a hack at the Metropolitan 
Opera company and Mr. Gatti-Casazza. Mr. 
De Koven praised Mr. Dippel and his manage- 
ment of the Chicago Grand Opera company, but 
said the Metropolitan Opera company ‘“ared 
not 2 cents for music. 

“The social aspect of the great Metropoll- 
tan productions and the social influences bat 
are a part of tue company, dominate ft,” said 
Mr. De Koven. “In the Metropolitan we have 
an organization that might be a great force 
for the development of native muse, just as 
the French opera is. Mr. Gatti-Gasazgza has 
indicated plainly, I think, that he ts not tn 
sympathy with American composers or Amertean 
aims, and, I believe, therefore, that the Met- 
ropolitan should have an American head. 

There is much talent in this country, but 
I am not ready to say that now we have com- 
posers who can reach the artistic heights 
achieved by the few great Germans, French- 
men, and Italians. But how are Americans 
to progress it they are not given a chance 
to develop? Conditions imposed by the 
Ricordis, and accepted by the Metropolitan 
company without any protest, make it virtually 
Impossible for an American to have a grand 
opera produced, 

“If the Metropolitan really desired to be a 
force for better muaical development in this 
country, it would give greater encouragement 
to the lighter forms of opera, which may be 
just as artistic and in a sense just as schol- 
arly as the more ambitious works. There 
ls much of this sort of work done in Philadel- 
phia, and it represents an important phase of 
development among Americans who are seek- 
ing greater things. But it receives not a 
whit of encouragement from the people at 
the head of the Metropolitan company.”

How Old Is the Earth? Lecture 1 epic 


HE second lecture of the series on the 

“Frontier Line of Modern Science” was 

delivered last night in Fullerton hall, 

Art institute, by Prof, Rollin D. Salis- 

bury of the University of Chicago, His 
subject was “Salient Points in the Barth's 
History.“ 

The lecturer disavowed any intention of at- 
tempting an outline of the history of geology. 
He would aim rather to emphasize certain 
Stages of development and to call attention to 
new points of view. 

In pursuance of this purpose he first cited 
definite reasons for the discarding of the old 
“orthodox” nebular hypothesis. He pointed 
out that the sloughing off of rings to form 
satellites was most improbable. The ring was 
the least likely form such matter could as- 
sume, 

Moreover, such satellites should rotate in 
the same direction as their planet, he said. 
Saturn’s moon rotates in the wrong direction. 
Again one of the satellites of Mars goes round 
the planet three times to the planet’s one revolu- 
tion. This would be impossible under the neb- 
ular hypothesis, The fact that the “moment” 
of momentum ot the solar system, as has 
been ascertained, has remained constant is 
also a cOntradiction of the old hypothesis. 
Other arguments more technical combine to 
render it. untenable, 

— 


“But, if we reject the old, we should have 
a substitute; at least, we believe we have,“ 
continued the speaker. And here geology has 
its arguments, he said. The new theory is. 
that the physical universe has evolved from 
a spiral nebula, as Prof. Moulton recently 


8 out, and that the earth has grown by 


ceretion to its present size. So that, instead 
of the old theory of the earth growing small- 
er by cooling and shrinking, it has probably 
been growing in size during all these geolog+ 
ical periods. 

This hypothesis, the speaker said, makes 
necessary a new explanation of the origin of 
the earth’s heated interior, and this, modern 
geologistr hold, is the result of compression. 
By careful calculation it has been found that 
the heat possible to be generated by the com- 
pression of the earth’s mass is far greater 
than that which could come from an orig- 
2 molten interior with a gradually cooling 
ee ecru Th 


Another corollary of the old hypothesis com- 
bated by recent geologists, sald Prof. Salis- 
bury, is that of the dense atmosphere which 
envelops the new earth, rendering it inacces- 
sible to the sun's light. 

“The earth had no atmosphere at first,” as- 
serted the speaker. How do we know? Be 


Sause its mass was wo small to afford grav- 


ity sufficient for retaining its gases. When 
in the lightest of these gases water-vapor 


could be held, then an atmosphere was possi- 


ble and then was possible also life upon th 
earth.” 7 * 4 


In further proof the speaker stated the 
moons mass has always been too small to 
maintain an atmosphere and that there is no 


have.an atmosphere. The moon, being but 
one-eightieth the mass of the earth, can have 
none. From this we may both be sure thac 
life on the earth dates much farther back than 
we have hitherto felt warranted in belleving, 
and we can also rest assured that the earth 
has a long, happy life still befere it.” 

In dealing with the question: How old is the 
earth? the speaker traced, the evidences of age 
as revealed in the oldest known rock forma- 
tions. Recently, he stated, we have found fossils 
12,000 feet further down than those of the 
Cambrian age, the deepest finds of the old geolo- 
gists, and these fossils by no means represent 
life's beginnings. . No definite clew to the age 
of the earth is afforded by the study of fossils, 
said the speaker. We fare better when we use 
as a measure the sea’s accumulation of salt. 
We kriow the present rate of such accumula- 
tion, and we know something of its present bulk, 
and from these two factors it is figured that 
the time taken for this process has been some- 
thing like 370,000,000 of years. 

Other methods of measurement were cited: 
deformities of the earth’s crust and the age of 
mountains, (In this connection the speaker 
made the interesting comment that 8,000 years 
would have given us a natural drainage canal 
for Lake Michigan by the process of elevation 
of the northern above the southern ends of the 
lake.) But the most fascinating and startling 
statements in this connection were those in re- 
gard to the uses of radio-activity,

“I would have you remember,” the lecturer 
warned, “that experiments here are too recent 
and data too few to warrant our forming con- 
clusions. But the substance known as radio- 
activity promises to be one of the most valuable 
clews in computing the earth’s age,” 

Rocks possess radio-activity in amounts pro- 
portionate to their age, and using this as a 
measurement, the oldest known rocks would 
place the age of the earth at 1,600,000,000 
years, and.“ said the scientist, “we have found 
only the young rocks, the old ones are inac- 
cessible.” 


Turning then to a brief discussion of climate i 


and its causes, the speaker dwelt mainly upon 
the influences of glaciers. The theory of the 
inclination of the earth’s axis and of the rising 
and sinking of continents were largely discred- 
ited, Glaciers are due to changes in the con- 
stitution of the atmosphere. “ Double or treble 
the amount of carbon dioxide, some scientists 
assert, and you will have magnolias~ growing 
in Greenland as they once did,” said Prof. Salis- 
bury. .“And reduce the present proportion of 
this gas to one-third and you will see North 
America covered by glaciers.” 

Concluding the evening’s lecture, he said: 

“Geology sets before itself the great task 
of ascertaining what plants, what animals, lived 
upon the earth in each of the great stages of 
its development. Not a little has ‘been done 
toward the realization of this aim, but there is 
vastly more remaining for industrious future 
generations to set forth.”

Economical 
Delicate Celery. 


ELERY has been cultivated, and from 

a wild, detestable and apparently worth- 

less weed” has become a sweet, mild, 

delicate, and crisp green or vegetable— 

it is treated' as both. Such is often 
the effect of culture. The celery With culture 
has constantly gained in repute. 

Being a delicate thing, celery needs much 
more delicate treatment than it sometimes gets. 
It needs to be cleaned with great care and its 
parts sorted, as it were, in selecting and in 
choosing what may be used in the celery platter 
for the table or for the salad and what may be 


Celery Salad.—The stalks for celery salad 
need to be very carefully selected. As the 
outer stalks are frequently hollow, they can- 
not be used for this purpose. Remove these 
outer ones, and put the good ones into a bowl 
of cold water. The stalks may then be cut 
as for a Waldorf salad or in the Julienne style 
—stripped and cut in match lengths—and, after 
this, they should be thoroughly washed and 
drained and dried. A dressing to suit the 
tasté may be used. Some cooks season this 
salad with a French dressing and then cover 
it with mayonnalse. This latter method is 
the method of cooks who like to make 4 very 
conventional salad with ornaments of beet 


root, etc .

Celery on Toast.—There are several ways of 
preparing celery for toast, and, in most of the 
ways, this dish is most appetizing. The Eng- 
lish have a way of preparing célery for various 
dishes as they would asparagus, by cutting 
the stalks in pieces of uniform length and 
tying them in neat little bundles before boiling 
them, and afterwards treating the celery after 
the manner of corresponding dishes of aspara- 
gus. The celery’ may be prepared in this way 
and served with melted butter on toast, cook- 
ing it from twenty to thirty minutes. 

A quicker way, and one by which less per- 
fect celery may be utilized, is to cut the stalks 
into half inch slices and boil them in salted 
water. The hollow stalks are too tough to 
use for this. A small stewpan is best for the 
cooking of celery for this purpose, for there is 
less danger of using too much water in this 
case. Celery cooked in too much water has a 
weatherbeaten look which no sauce can disguise, 
either as to its appearance or taste.

J. Cal Bwing, owner of the Frisco club, 
arrived in the city yesterday accompanied by 
Allen T. Baum, newly elected president of 
the Coast league. They gave out the news 
that a new body of outiaws has just been 
formed in California and is about to tear 
dome of the leading stars of the big leagues 
away from organized ball. It seems to be 
their opinion that the whole outlaw body 18 
being built around BN Overall. Consequent- 
ly they want to arrange in some way with 
the National league to secure Overall for 
the San Franciseo club and thus nip in the 
bud the aspirations of the outlaws. 

According to the coast magnatés, Overall 
is willing to play at San Francisco instead 
of with the outlaws. But Frisco is in the 
Pacific Coast league, consequently a part of 
organized baseball, and Overall can not be 
taken as long as he belongs to the Chicago 
club. But Overall will never return to the 
Chicago club, or to amy other National league 
club, so, unless Frisco can procure him in 
some way. he announces he will play with 
teh outlaw club at Stockton. 


Offer Overall $5,000. 


„ Overall is a great favorite on the coast. sald 
President Baum. Tou see he’s one of the na- 
tive sons who came east and starred in the National 
league. Now he's back in his home state and is 
about the biggest fellow out there. Naturally the 
outlaws figure that with him in their ranks they 
will have a big following and they would, too. 
Overall has played a number of games with the 
Stockton club during the last season. That was 
an independent team and didn’t hurt us much 
then. Now Cy Moering, the same fellow who 
backed the outlaw league that was formed out 
there in 1908, has been left a fortune by his fa- 
ther, and is about to launch a new league of 
outlaws and invade the territory occupied by the 
Pacific Coast league. 

„ Moering plans to put clubs in Stockton, Oak- 
land. San Francisco, Fresno, San José, and Santa 
Cruz. We understand he has offered Overall a 
salary of $5,000 a year to play with the Stockton 
club and require his presence only on Saturdays 
and Sundays. Angel's Camp. where Overall has 
his mining interests, is only twenty-five miles from 
Stockton. So you see it would be possible for him 
to be at the mine all through the week and run over 
to Stockton to play on Saturcays and Sundays.” 

Ewing and Baum had a long conference with 
President Murphy of the Cubs regarding the matier 
and expect to discuss it with him again today.

TO FARMERS BY HIGHER PRICE. 


Department of Agriculture Report 


Shows Aggregate Production of 
1911 7.9 Per Cent Less than 1910. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—The decreased 
Production in crops this year as compared 
with last year ts belng compensated to the 
farmers of the country by the larger prices 
they are receiving, as shown by figures 
given out today by the department of agri- 
culture. 

The aggregate production of crops in 1911, 
it is est?mated, is approximately 7.9 per cent 
less than the crops of 1910 and about four- 
tenths of 1 per cent less than the average 
production for the preceding five years. 

Corn was worth 12.1 cents more per bushel 
on Nov. 1 than on the same date last year; 
wheat, 1 cent; oats, 8.9 cents barley, 20.6 
cents; rye, 11.56 cents; buckwheat, 7.1 cents, 
and potatoes, 20.6 cents, while the value of 
hay was $2.66 a ton greater Flaxseed, the 
only grain in which an increase was report- 
ed this year, is 19 cents cheaper this year 
than last.
